President Asks for Nationalization of Gold Supply— 
Not Yet Ready to Fix Exact Value of Dollar— 
Carlos Mendieta Given Cuban Presidency.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT sent 

to congress his long-awaited mes- 
gage ob monetary matters, and it 
should be in a measure reassuring 
to business and 
finance. He asked 
‘that the gold sup- 
ply of the country 
be nationalized and 
that his powers 
be redefined to en- 
able periodic re- 
valuation of the 
dollar within a 
range of 50 to 60 
per cent of the pres- 
ent gold content. 
He already had the 
power to devalue 
the dollar down to 50 per cent, but 
he does not do so yet, saying that 
“because of world uncertainties, I 
do not believe it desirable in the 
public interest that an exact value 
be now fixed.” He added that care- 
ful study had led him to the con- 
clusion that any revaluation at 
more than 60 per cent would not 
be in the public interest,
